on said train, demanded her fare.

Brucie banded him 30 cents, which ia 
the regular fare charced by the coinpaay 
between Fresno and Fowler, 


Ttie agent took the money and de- 


manded a further sum of 10 cents, which 
the young lady refused to Rive. Theru- 
npoo the agent gave back to Mies Brucie 
o cents anil ordered h'er to ^et off the 
train at Malaga, which ia aboutflve miles 
from Fresno. The regular fare between 
Fresno and Mnlnga, Mies Brucie says, is 
15 cents. She informed the agent she 
did not want to alight at Malaga and 
would not do so. 


After the train had passed Malaga i 


at a distance of about two miles from 
Unit town, the Rceiit demanded 15 rents 
more from Mien Brucie. She offered him 
the five cents he had returned to her,b'.it 
the itgm;t 
refiieGii to nccept it and 


ordered her from the train. JJefore thi 
train WIIB etopped Mies lirucia, seeiny 
thincs were cettiug eeriotie, offered the 
agent anv euni he demanded to take her 
to Fowler, but he would not accept it 
nnd violently and forcibly ejected her 
from the car nnd train. 


The place where she was ejected was 


mote than a mile from rtnj' station nnd 
not near any dwelling. 
There were a 


larpe number of people in the car,, nnd 
Bhe was greatly mortified and humiliated 
by the treatment accorded her by the 
agent.
